HOW IT WORKS 


The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

The views regarding the business situation held by 
the leading commercial agencies reflect the improved 
feeling. Dun’s general survey of conditions says that 
“Improvement is reported in retail trade and senti- 
ment is more hopeful in some commercial depart- 
ments, but pending the resumption of active demand 
manufacturers restrict production. Financial condi- 
tions are less disturbing, much relief resulting from 
large imports of gold.” Bradstreet’s says: “While 
a number of cities report that the tone of affairs has 
taken a turn for the better, actual business, taking 
the country as a whole, shows an increased degree of 
quiet both in wholesale and retail centers.”

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Wording of Labels. 


T IS recognized that the wording of a label 

can be twisted and words and phrases ob- 

scured to such an extent as to make important 

features, required by law for the protection of 
consumers, almost undiscoverable and certainly not 
readily noticeable by the average purchaser of goods. 
If the label on an adulterated article is required by 
law to show that it is impure, it would be wrong to 

rmit an arangement of words which would obscure 
any required statement relative to the fact of sophisti- 
cation. : 

We approve, therefore, the regulations made by the 
food officials, so far as they are necessary to prevent 
the manufacturer of an impure or substitute or other- 
wise inferior product from practicing deception on the 





public, but beyond that we cannot approve them. 

We heard not long since of a state food commis- 
sioner (which one we do not now recall) who ruled 
that no wording of any kind whatsoever should be 
printed on the label above the name of the article 
contained in the package. Isn’t this going to an ex- 
treme? It is all right, perhaps, to taboo certain words, 
descriptive terms, but in so doing it seems to us 
unnecessary to go to the length of forbidding any- 
thing at all to be printed on the label above that of the 
name of the food in the package. 

The purity of the contents of the package is after 
all the really important matter. Officials should adopt 
measures for preventing the sale of misrepresented 
products—but that can be done without the formula- 
tion of label regulations that are too exacting. 





The Season Ahead. 


HE financial situation is having no visible ef- 
fect on packers’ preparations for the 
canning season, which, as has been apparent 
to everybody for some time past, will be an 
active one in all departments, as there is certain to be

a very closely cleaned up, in fact, an absolutely bare 
market on practically all descriptions of canned fruits 
and vegetables before the summer of 1908 arrives. 
Packers’ stocks in a number of important lines are 
even now as good as exhausted, and so well is this 
situation understood that it is really unnecessary to 
enumerate the items we have reference to. It only 
remains for consumption to drain the stocks owned 


by wholesalers and retailers out of their hands _be- 
tween now and the commencement of canning next 
season, and we haven't the slightest hesitancy in ex- 
pressing conviction that this will be done generally 
as regards the different articles comprised in our line. 
We may well anticipate a clean-up of canned goods 
stocks in all hands by next summer when we con- 
sider that several of the lines of largest production 
in ordinary seasons were short this year and that 
stocks owned by canners are very much smaller than 
perhaps they have been at December first. Canning 
operations will necessarily have to be active next 
season to supply the enormous quantities of goods 
the country will then stand urgently in need of.

Demand for canned goods is usually quiet in the 
weeks preceding the holidays, so that the prevailing 
slow movement isn't a matter to occasion either sur- 
It is the usual thing, only it has 
been intensified this fall by conditions which happily 
are now passing away. 

Reports on the Baltimore market indicate that there 
was rather more interest sl in tomatoes than in

the previous week, although no important develop- 
ments occurred in that direction. We quote from a 
report received the first of the week: “There is, of 
course, much talk about the reaction toward higher 
prices coming shortly, but with the unfavorable mone- 
tary conditions, which we reported in our letter last 
week, still prevailing it is not at all likely that there 
will be any change in the situation for the present, at 
least, although it would be welcome by a large num- 
ber of both the jobbers and packers. The steady 
buying which has continued indicates that the job- 
bers will want tomatoes after a while and when the 
present financial flurry is over it will then be the time 
to look for a reaction in values. 

\nother report states that confidence is returning 
and with it a renewed demand for canned goods which 
was expected would quickly follow the recent finan- 
cial disturbance. The commercial situation was never 
better and affords no place for the calamity howler. 
Market values do not show any appreciable decline 
aad not what would reasonably have been expected 
under such strenuous times. A check to the rapidly 
advancing prices will result in putting the market on 
a firmer basis and in creating a renewed demand for 
certain commodities that had advanced beyond a free 
marketable limit. Stocks in first hands are in no sense 


transactions in canned goods are hardly 


excessive. ‘This applies to every article on the list. 
The l!eadérs, tomatoes and corn, which of course con- 
stitute the largest holdings, are widely distributed in 
comparatively small lots and under easy control. 
Packers are refraining from forcing sales; on the 
contrary, most of them are biding their time for a 
prospective better market and cannot be influenced 
into parting with their holdings at figures that are 
possible today.” 

A third report from an authority at Baltimore 
states: “The buying of tomatoes this week showed 
some improvement. While there has not been any 
large amount of buying, vet there was a fair amount 
of business transacted. There seems to be a general 
epinion that the tomato market will ultimately re- 
cover. This opinion is based on the comparatively 
light stocks left in first hands, as well as the heavy 
movement from jobbers to retailers.” 

“Whatever might have been the volume of business 
transacted the past week for 3s standard tomatoes 
(no matter whose standard), it has been evidently,” 
writes Strasbaugh, Silver & Co., from Aberdeen, “on 
the basis of 80c f. o. b. The buyers seem to want 
Standards and 8o-cent standards; even a better stand- 
ard would not bring more than 80 cents. With so few 
buvers in the field, it is easily understood just why 
such conditions might prevail, for buyers being few 
it was possible to locate the best standards on this 
basis, which though lower than previous marks here- 
tofore named for 1907 packing, is, in reality a full 
figure, in comparison with declines notable, as far as 
other commodities are concerned. Tomatoes having 
passed through one of the severest money panics ever 
known, or, known since the tomato was packed, the 
shrinkage of less than 10 per cent is remarkable and 
can be looked upon as a favorable symptom, assuring 
the strong position of this commodity in holding its 
own so well when matters financial were so excep- 
tionally stringent. Furthermore, it is particularly 
notab'e that whatever decline was brought about ‘twas 
felt more by the jobber who. had over-bought, and 
seldom has any indication of pressure been noticed 
on the part of the packer, who at previous times, 
somewhat similar, has been the only one to indicate 
a weak position as regards his holdings.” 

Tomatoes— 

The week hasn't been an exciting one in the tomato: 
market. Business has continued quiet, jobbers not} 
loosening up to amount to anything, and packers not 
showing any more anxiety to force sales of whatever 
holdings they have left than they were manifesting 
in the previous week. 

Jobbers wouldn't be taking in many tomatoes re- 
gardless of stringent financial conditions. At this 
time of year they invariably devote the most of their 
attention to the Christmas specialties, to the meas- 





a 
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urable neglect of such staples as tomatoes, corn and 
peas and the general line of vegetables. Packers’ 
asking prices continue to range from goc to 95c per 
doz., f. o. b. factory, for standard No. 3s. Our Balti- 
more correspondent covers the market there very fully 
in his letter in this issue. New York reports regard- 
ing tomatoes say that there have been some offerings 
that looked cheap, but that the quality was found to 
be poor. Reports from that market further say that 
the cheap offerings of tomatoes from second hands 
have been very largely disposed of. Tomato busi- 
ness ought to pick up east and west after January I. 


Corn— 


Nothing new is to be said concerning corn in the 
Chicago market, which continues to exist precisely 
as last week, when we reported that there was for 
the moment virtually nothing doing and no urgency 
on packers’ part to rid themselves of the small re- 
maining portions of their packs. Packers in the 
western states quote spot standard grade generally at 
7oc, factory, with some asking more. The canners 
are in a controlling position and are aware of the 
fact. All the corn states made an output this year 
very small in comparison with their records of the 
last several seasons. New York advices to THE 
CANNER note that state packers offer standard grade 
spot corn at 75c to 8oc, f. o. b. factory, and say they 
are not exhibiting anxiety to make sales. 


Fruits— 


California canned fruits are extremely firm. The 
situation on California products is about the strong- 
est ever known on the coast at this time of year and 
financial depression hasn’t caused values to ease in 
the least. The “Fruit Grower” says that canners find 
that they have no more stuff than they thought they 
had. All canned fruits are very strong statistically. 
We do not include apples in this statement. Apples 
are somewhat easier than they were. Michigan stand- 
ard No. 10s are quoted at $3.00 per doz., f. o. b. fac- 
tory, and we have heard of New York State tos apples 
quoted at $3.25, f. o. b. factory. A Pennsylvania 
pack was quoted at $2.90, f. o. b. factory. 

Sweet Potatoes— 

Sweet potatoes hold firm. No. 3 standards are 
quoted at 90c per doz., less discount, f. 0. b. factory, 
by peninsula packers. Sweet potatoes are not canned 
in the west. 


Spinach— 

The market on spinach is steady. A report from 
Baltimore states that the packers there have shyt 
down for this season. We hear No. 2 standard whole 
leaf spinach quoted there as 85c; No. 3 standard at 
$1.10; No. 10 standard at $3.50. 

String Beans— ' 

String beans we hear offered at $1.75 for No, 1 
grade fancy, or rat tails, $1.40 for extra fancy No, 2 
grade green refugees, $1.25 for No. 3 grade, f. o, b, 
New York, less freight allowance. We also hear of 
No. 2 cut green beans quoted at 76%c, f. o. b. Illinois 
factory, and a quotation of 72¥%c for standard green 
beans, f. o. b. Wisconsin factory. 

Sauerkraut-- 

No. 3 standard Wisconsin kraut was offered here 
during the week at 67%c f. o. b. factory, No. 2 at 
57'4c factory, No. 10 at $2.10 f. o. b. factory. We 
hear a quotation of 67%c factory on No. 3 Indiana 
kraut, and the same figure on Ohio standard packing, 
Pumpkin— 


We hear of No. 3 standard pumpkin quoted at a 
range of 75c to 80c per doz., f. o. b. factory. 
Sardimes-- 

A very firm market prevails on domestic sardines, 
the packing of which has been suspended. Conditions 
as regards supply are exceptional, as few packers, it 
seems from eastern advices, own any surplus stock, 
and the aggregate holdings of those that have a sur- 
plus are but a drop in the bucket as compared with 
the quantities of sardines usually held by domestic 
packers at this time of year. 

Oysters— 

Prices on cove oysters are firm and there has been 
a fair demand for the new pack. Quotations on 
Chesapeake Bay stock are f. o. b. Baltimore as fol- 
lows: No. 1 extra selects, lunch, oval cans, $1.15; 
No. 1 6-o0z. extra selects, tall cans, $1.50; No. 2 12-02. 
extra selects, tall cans, $2.75; No. 1 6-oz. selects, tall 
cans, $1.30; No. 2 12-0z. selects, tall cans, $2.25; No. 
I. 5-oz. standards, full weights, 92%c; No. 2 10-02. 
standards, full weights, $1.80; No. 1 4-oz. standards, 
full weights, 87%c; No. 2 8-oz. standards, full 
weights, $1.70; No. I 3-oz. standards, 75c; No. 1 light 
weights, 52%4c. 

Salmon— 
There is a steady tone to the local salmon market, 
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without, however, anything of new interest having 
developed since the date of oyr last report. Our 
coast advices say that the consideration of a closed 


season on Puget Sound and the Fraser river next 
year has caused a decided stiffening of the market on 
sockeye fish, and although no change of prices has 


been occasioned, yet packers who have a few scatter- 
ing cases left have not shown as much willingness to 
part with them of late and will probably hold for a 
higher market, which would undoubtedly occur if 
sockeye packing were closed down during 1908. 


| PICKLES AND KRAUT, 


A halt has been reached in the pickle trade and in 
the circumstances there is nothing new to report. At 
the same time buyers are looking for bargain-counter 
lots. A large packer was in search during the week of 
salt stock at bargain prices, but found nothing to suit. 
We repeat former quotations:

Protest Canned Goods Rate. 


In a complaint filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission last week, M. I. Gump of Johnson City, 
Tenn., charges the Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more & Washington, Baltimore & Ohio, Norfolk & 
Western and the Southern with unjust discrimination 
in transporting canned goods from Philadelphia to 
Johnson City. 

It is alleged that the rate to Johnson City is 53 
cents per 100 pounds in carload lots, and 70% cents 
per 100 pounds in less than carload lots. The rates 
to Bristol, Tenn., are 37 and 48% cents, respectively, 
and to Morristown, Tenn., 37 to 45. The haul to 
either Bristol or Morristown from Philadelphia is 
longer, it is charged, than the haul to Johnson City, 
although the rates are less.

Epiror CANNER: The present condition of finance has oc 
curred at a time when it has little or no effect upon the sal 
mon market. Brokers say that had the crisis come on a few 
months ago, the packers might have experienced more diff- 
culty in disposing of their packs, although many of them 
doubt if it would have made any large difference. “The fact 
is, “said a Seattle broker this morning, “that canned salmon 
has become during the last three years a staple food product, 
just like corn and wheat and beef. There is a steady and 
increasing demand for it for regular household use, and it 
doesn’t matter whether we have times or bad, there 
will always be a demand for it from now on. Of course, in 
times of stress, the price may be affected to some extent, but 
if so, it will be because the packers lose confidence and do 
not ask enough for their product. I really think as a matter 
of fact that owing to the fact that canned salmon is so much 
cheaper than other meat products and so much more nu 
tritious, that times of this sort should help its actual sale to 
consumers. Jobbers, of course, are inclined to be conserva 
tive during critical times, and do not load up heavily on 
stocks of any kind, if they think they are taking any chances.

On the other hand, when times are good, t] are often in- 
clined to speculzte a little on salmon and other canned goods 
and buy larger stocks than they really need for one season's 
trade. However, the market is little affected at the present 
time, because before the financial situation grew at al] crit- 
ical, virtually all of the Pacific coast peck was out of first 
hands, with the exception of pink salmon, which the packers 
can well afford to hold, as the demand is steady and the sur- 
plus of this grade will soon be wiped out.”

Epitor CANNER: The financial situation all over the coun- 
try showed considerable improvement last week, especially 
towards the close, and the indications are we shall have 4 
still further improvement this week. The action of the Goy- 
ernment (coupled with the heavy import of gold) is loosen- 
ing things up considerably. The jobbers are consequently re- 
gaining iittle of their nerve. 4 

The ridiculous manner in which many of the buyers have 
been acting during the last four or five weeks, would have 
been positively laughable had it not been so serious to the 
shipping end. The very men who three or four months ago 
were falling over each other to buy canned goods, have been 
during the last three weeks or so, frantically wiring and writ- 
ing to either defer shipments or to cancel orders all together 
Many of them although temporarily undoubtedly short of the 
yellow metal, or its equivalent, have developed an over stock 
of “vellow streaks” in their make-up. Houses worth $200,000 
and upwards have been attempting to cancel, even pitiful lit- 
tle orders of 50 cases, to say nothing of their attempts to 
cancel larger orders, 2nd generally speaking these attempts 
have been made as though it was the buvers’ undoubted 
right to cancel and that it was not incumbent on them to 
consider the seller at all in the transaction 

It is not so many months since a large convention of 
wholesale was held in Baltimore, end one of the 
things they talked about was thet they should make packers 
allow 2 per cent for cash discount. This would indicate that 
they had plenty of money and for cash payments they wanted 
to reap a better discount. If their former position was justi- 
fiable, it should be very easy for them to now live up to their 
contracts and take in goods, but on account of general 
tight money, they have only to forego discount and pay bills 
at the end of sixty days. Instead of this, however, many 
of them have been wanting to get out of their purchases al- 
together. When this spesm of fear is over, however. and 
sanity once more reigns, these very men will realize how un- 
wise they have acted during this flurry, because they will 
want the goods before the winter is over. This scarcity of 
currency is not increasing the stock of canned goods nor is 
it decreasing the consumption. It is only decreasing the stocks 
held by jobbers because they have been shipping their stocks 
out and not replacing them. It must be borne in mind that 
we have before us six of the heaviest canned goods consum- 
ing months in the year, 2nd these all have to be supplied out 
of the stocks now on hand, which in some lines particularly,

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are nothing like sufficient to last until next season, even if 
the demand should be not half as great, as it was during the 
same months last year. 

There are already signs in some lines of goods of an im- 
provement, not 2s far as actual advances are concerned, but 
the demand is somewhat better, although the orders and in- 
quiries are only for small quantities. Even tomatoes seem 
to have been checked on the downward path. As your read- 
ers know, I did not have much confidence in the high toma- 
to market two months ago even if there had been no financial 
trouble. 1 felt sure that the market would decline before 
the first of the year, because I thought the pack would be 
larger than the country needed; but now that the price has 
not declined below Soc f. o. b. country and 82%c f. o. b. 
faltimore, under this financial pressure, I begin to think 
that tomatoes are statistically in a stronger position than 
I thought they were, and as soon as we have a general im- 
provement in finances, we are likely to have a much higher 
tomato market. I think if the unsold stocks had been ab- 
normally large, the market would have gone lower during 
the last three or four weeks, then it has done. 

It must not be overlooked either, that it is not every jobber 
who has been able to take advantage of the lowest figures that 
have been named on tomatoes during the last month. These 
low prices have been accepted on cash transactions only. The 
jobber who desires to buy on the usual terms, has had to pay 
&5c and upwards, but those who had some money to invest 
have been zble to make some good bargains at the expense 
ot those packers who had to realize on their stocks no mat- 
ter what the market might be. 

The advice that you gave in your last issue, that everybody 
should talk “The recent” financial stringency, instead of 
calling it “the present” is very good, and if it could be gen- 
erally followed out the country would soon be on a normal 
hasis. All we want is a renewal of confidence and one of the 
best things to bring this about is “for everybody to talk op- 
timistically.”. The millions of men who are now walking 
about with from three to ten times more currency in the 
pockets of the clothes they are actually wearing, because they 
are afrzid cf banks, would then begin to realize that they are 
losing good opportunities for investment and would let go, 
thus restoring this money to circulation. 

The chief business done last week was for tomatoes, but 
there was a better run of orders for the general line thaf 
the week before. As already stated, however, the orders 
came in for small quantities, showing that jobbers were still 
only buying their actual needs. When they get down to the 
end of their stocks a much better buying will develop. Corn, 
swect potatoes, string beans, pineapple, pears, lima beans, and 
small fruits lost no ground during the week. Spinach gained 
Sc and apples 2%c being now held at goc for good brands. 
Peaches and peas held their own, but as Baltimore carries 
very light stocks of these lines, there is no uneasiness likely 
to develop at the selling end as far as this city is concerned.

Epitor CANNER: The text of this sermon (or letter) is to 
be found in the daily correspondence of most brokers and 
packers: “Owing to the present financial conditions we have 
canceled our contract for,” etc., which being interpreted is 
“we hereby go back on our contracts, and will cast the burth- 
en of any loss or inconvenience upon any packer who took 
our written agreement seriously.” This text, “Owing to the 
present financial conditions,’ has become so frequent that 
one would think it was a legitimate excuse—one warranted 
by law and custom. 

Brave men face dangers, and do not seek safety in flight. 
The plume of Henry of Navarre was not made of goose 
feathers. What kind of men would the signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence have been when they “pledged their 
lives and sacred honor,” all on account of an illegal tax of a 
sixpence on a pound of tea, if they had stultified themselves 
for five cents or five dollars on a purchase, large or small? 
Instead of a July 4th,-we should have had a perpetual day 
of fasting and prayer. 

In consequence of other conditions (call it a short crop), 
the merket for Maine fancy corn remains firm, and, later on, 
must advance. No one is surprised, at this season, at a light 
demand, but so “close to the wind” are the majority of 
grocers that at any moment stocks may give out and buyers 
be forced to purchase again. 

The market for No. 10 apples is lower. This decline is not 
a legitimate one, but was caused by two conditions: The 
money market-and an overpack of fruit by people net often

Epitor CANNER: Fortunately for Kansas City her inhabi- 
tants are composed of a homogenous people, yet a large per- 
centage of her business men are from sunshiny Kansas, from 
sturdy Iowa, from “Never know quit” Nebraska, and from 
her own state, “I'll think about it” Missouri. These states 
are states of sunshine, hence produce few pessimists. The 
result is optimists are at the helm in all, or nearly all, of our 
affairs. ; 

While the same condition exists here as elsewhere, | yen- 
ture the zssertion that business interests are feeling the ef- 
fects of the blasting of the snags in the commercial river as 
little as any city in the Union. Many of our business men 
have been through the grasshopper siege, total crop failures 
panic of ’73 and ‘91-3. Do you wonder, then, that these men 
will tell you that merchants nor anyone else should be 
alarmed? that the beckbone and foundation of this nation is 
its integrity and natural resources, which are in most superb 
condition ? 

Give the banks a little time and they will arrange their 
affairs in better shape than ever. Meantime, a readjustment 
of speculative end commercial affairs is going on. They say 
this is a bankers’ panic; if it is, then it is yours and my panic. 
In the first place, there isn't any panic. If there is, what's 
it all about? Something like crying “Fire” where no fire ex- 
ists. Encourage the banks in their blasting until every snag 
that is a menace to the commercial ship is removed. While 
this is going on business will suffer, but in the end busi- 
ness will be better, and you and I will profit thereby, and me- 
thinks our banks will be more courageous than ever, as they 
realize, as never before, the great strength of our nation, and 
that “In union there is strength.” 

Let us all think it over, and let us all become optimists, 
ever bearing in mind that good soldiers are fighting soldiers. 
We are closing a good year, one of the best, and we can 
stand a few months—if need be—of quiet trade, and then will 
have had a good year. 

Quite a little activity has existed in canned goods and dried 
fruits the past two weeks, not in a big way, but our jobbers 
are going right along, buying as their demands justify in 
several commodities, paying an advance over a few months 
ago. None of the jobbers is overstocked on anything that we 
know of, and to their credit it can be said that the whole- 
sale grocers of the Missouri river are “fighting soldiers,” not 
sasily scared, and they all report business good and collec- 
tions bully. A pessimistic wholesale grocer in this section 
is at a premium. The average wholesale grocer feels that 
the land “flows with milk and honey,” the only trouble being 
that a few persons are scared stiff. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I will close by quoting from a cheery 
letter received from a very heavy shipper in the south, “Re- 
member that your thoughts travel very fast, and that good 
thoughts beget good feelings, good feelings beget good busi- 
ness and good business begets good cheer, happiness and 
confidence.” TRELA. 











NEW ORLEANS 





New Orleans, Nov. 23, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER: We take pleasure in writing you to advise 
that the financial conditions in New Orleans are showing @ 
steady improvement and the business that is being done by 
our wholesale grocers. and merchants in general, has not 
shown but very little falling off. The facts 2re very plain, 
however, for our territory and there is nothing that would 
keep us from doing business because we have the crops of 
sugar, rice and molasses, as well as some cotton and money 
always seeks investment where there are crops to be mat- 
keted but things have been handicapped some and we are 
sorry to say that our sugar planters have been forced to sell 

















most of their early sugars to the sugar refineries, who gen- 


erally buy raw stocks pretty much at their own prices and 
because our jobbers have not been able to go in with the 
same freedom 2s they have done in former years, buying 
freely when the market touches that point, which they think 
is the bottom, quite a few of them have made arrangements 
to buy sugars from such planter friends of theirs as were 
willing to take their note or credit their accounts against 
merchandise or against advances that the jobber had made on 
their prospective crop. With a steady improvement in New 
Orleans and a continuance of it we have no hesitancy in 
predicting that the financial trouble here will be so much im- 
proved by January Ist and possibly sooner, that we czn look 
forward to an early resumption of liberal business the same 
as the south always enjoys and we say again this will not be 
an January Ist. 

atin and oyster packers on the Gulf coast have been 
seriously handicapped by the fact that they have not received 
prompt remittances for goods they have shipped to mer- 
chants in the East and West, and we may say from merchants 
who have always discounted their bills, and in consequence 
of this the packing of oysters has been very light up to the 
present, wherezs it should have been at full capacity and 
would have been had the merchants, whom these goods were 
shipped to, discounted their bills but instead they have tend- 
ered sixty-day acceptances which the packer has not been 
able to use because the banks are not loaning any money on 
any kind of securities and since the high prices of oysters 
takes so much to operate the business our packers have been 
somewhat handicapped. At the same time they are going 
ahead doing the best under the circumstances and we look 
for an early resumption of heavy packing.

Epitror CANNER: Easy and somewhat dull conditions have 
prevailed practically all the week in the canned goods trade. 
Buyers have been indifferent, and the same apathy has in- 
fluenced sellers to some extent. Small lots are all that have 
been sold, and these have in practically all instances been 
bought to satisfy immediate requirements. No buying for 
delivery bevond the holidays is reported. And it may be said 
that all interests are taking what is given them without com- 
plaint 

They realize that the situation could easily be much worse. 
The financial situation hasn’t entirely cleared yet, but it is 
improving and the future looks more promising than the past 
two or three weeks has appeared to warrant. 

While there have been offerings of full standard Maryland 
No. 3 tomatoes at 8oc f. o. b. factory regular, they are now 
difficult to find, but it is said that a few have been noted. 
The truth is that tomatoes offered on that basis are watery 
and poor in practically all instances. Occasional spot sellers 
are willing to meet the f. 0. b. quotation, but offerings from 
second hands at less than 85c delivered are less freely made. 
No. 2s and gallons are easy and the tone of the market is 
quiet. Brokers complain of dull trade, but they are much 
more optimistic and with assurance that stocks in packers’ 
hands are reduced to moderate compass the tone is a shade 
steadier and the tendency is toward improvement. Packers 
are said to be in better condition than ever before at the end 
of the packing season and this helps to keep the market firm.

Ladd Issues ‘‘Last Warning.” 


Prof. E. F. Ladd, State Food Commissioner of 
North Dakota, has issued his “‘last warning” to job- 
bers and manufacturers shipping food products into 
that state. After visiting numerous towns in North 
Dakota, Prof. Ladd returned to his headquarters at 
State College, N. D., and issued the following letter: 

nd _ A LAST WARNING. 2 
a ae notice is sent to all jobbers doing business in 

Do you intend to comply with the Food Laws of North Da- 
kota? If you do not intend to comply with the laws of the 
state, do you propose to withdraw from the state? Much to 
my surprise, on going out over the state, I find that a num- 
ber of jobbing, wholesale and manufacturing houses are dis- 
tributing quantities of goods in direct violation of the food 
law of the state. They do not show the true net weight; at 
times they are short weight; they do not always show ‘the 
true grade; in some instances they show no weight; and in 
not a few cases they are misbranded or falsely labeled, For 
examvle, some of the canned fruits show 2% ozs. of fruit in 
the can and 19 ozs. or added water. 

We are sending this final notice to the jobbing houses 
known to be doing business in North Dakota, and we ask you 
if you are one of the violators of the law; if you believe you 
are doing right? Further shipment of goods into the state, 
and the offering of the same for sale, in violation of the laws 
of this state will be vigorously contested in the courts. If 
you are not familiar with the food law, ask for bulletins Nos. 
6 and 7. 

his is a final notice; please govern yourself accordingly.

Not long ago a canning establishment was organ- 
ized and continued in operation for about three years, 
when one of the owners asked for a division of the 
profits. Accordingly, the profits were figured up for 
the entire period of operation and found to be about 
$20,000. One-tenth of this was paid to the partner 
requesting the division as his share of the profits of 
the business. 

Some time later an accountant was called in to 
systematize the books and incidentally to look over 
the business of the preceding years. He found upon 
a superficial examination that instead of $20,000 
profits there was in reality only about $7,000, and 
upon a more thorough examination, and after writing 
off items of expense wrongly charged to capital and 
after making due allowances for depreciation of plant, 
the already reduced profits were given another se- 
vere jolt, so that the total net profits for the three 
years were no more than the amount paid to the minor 
partner as his one-tenth interest! 

The cannery had made an excellent showing on 
part of its products all of the time, and on all of its 
products part of the time, but it had undertaken to 
pack a certain class of goods which it was impossible 
to pack at a profit, and these facts developed only 
after a careful analysis of factory operations. 

Does this incident of real life offer a hint as to the 

wisdom of finding out where you are at, Mr. Canner? 
The crop and labor and financial conditions vary from 
year to year and a slight change in any one of these 
or in their varying relation to one another will make 
all the difference between packing at a profit and 
packing at a loss, or will make a wide difference in 
the margin of profit.

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A report from Albany, Wis., says that the sum of $15.000 
needed to insure that place a canning factory was oversub- 
scribed. 

A recent report from McEwen, Tenn., stated that capi- 
talists from Fond du Lac, Wis., would probably establish a 
canning factory at McEwen. 

The Christie Canning Co., according to reports from El 
Pzso, Tex., is being organized there with a capital stock of 
$20,000 to erect a fruit and vegetable cannery. 

Andrew J. Patterson, we hear, proposes to establish a 
canning plant at Greenville, Tenn., next season to pack both 
fruits and vegetables, though principally tomatoes.

The canning factory at Homeworth, O., has been busy of 
late on the apple pack. Owing to the shortage in fruits and 
vegetables this season the Homeworth plant did not operate 
as heavily as last year.

We under- 
stand that a large portion of the necessary capital to secure 
the plant has been raised. 

The canning factory at Kingston Station, N. J., burned a 
few days since with a loss of about $12,000, covered by in- 
surance. About two carloads of canned apples were reported 
destroyed in the blaze. 

The Green Castle, Pa., canning factory was destroyed a few 
days ago. The building was a large frame one, and was used 
at this time in the season in preserving 2pples, etc. Over 
five tons of culled apples were destroyed besides a lot of 
machinery and canned goods. 

A recent report from Ludington, Mich., stated that the 
Pere Marquette cannery at Ludington had closed and that 
the company to all appearances seemed to be financially em- 
barrassed. The cannery was operated by the White Goods 
Co., and managed by R. J. and F. C. Gibbon, Cincinnati. 

The canning factory at Walla Walla, Wash., is making a 
run on apples, the management expecting to continue to op- 
erate on this fruit for several days yet. Under the manage- 
ment of Mr. W. A. Ritz, the Walla Walla cannery has en- 
joyed a very successful season.

According to reports from Belleville, Ontario county, the 


apple crop in that section was good this fall. A report from 
Belleville says: “We would have had a very heavy crop if we 
had not had so much dry weather during the gr wing season, 
and by reason of it some of the varieties of zpples are not the 
normal size. All through this section the apples are clean 
and nice. A large quantity of these varieties will pack as No. 
2's for no other reason than that they are a little small for 
No. 1 variety. The outlook for prices is good. The territory 
having the good apple crop extends from New Castle to 
Belleville, a distance of about 70 miles.” 

Consul A. G. Seyfert, of Collingwood, reports that the part 
of the Canedian Province of Ontario known as the Peninsula 
has for some years been famous for its vast productions of 
fruit and gives the following account of the apple orchards 
and this vear’s crop: “The eastern exposure of ba mountain 
range that extends from Lake Ontario to the Georgian Bay 
seems to be the ideal home of the epple tree. In the Vicinity 
of Collingwood this fact has been fully proved, for the moun- 
tain side is almost one continuous orchz ard extending from 
farm to farm. The great success in growing perfect apples 
is largely due to the short season. On the Ist of June these 
mountain orchards were white with snow, but two weeks 
later, like a miracle in transformation, the orchards were 
white with blossoms, 2nd now are red with as fine and as 
perfect a crop of apples as was ever grown on this continent. 
All varieties are planted, but the leading one is the North- 
ern Spy, which matures late in October and, with proper 
care, keeps until the following summer. 

Regarding cured fruits, a California shipper, visiting East- 
ern markets, says: “The supply of dried peaches in California 
is practically exhausted. There are no apricots in the north 
and very few left in the southern part of the State. Pears 
are in limited supply, as in a year of high prices for green 
fruit, es this has been, very few find their way to the driers, 
So that practically the only thing in dried fruits the Eastern 
trade will be able to get from the Coast until next year’s 
crops come along will be_prunes, One —_ that tends to 
make a strong market in California is the fact that the pack- 
ers had their goods bab from growers and paid a be- 
fore the financial troubles began and are consequently in a 
position where they can take care of the stock they have not 
being compelled to sacrifice it in order to raise money to pay 
for goods that might be forced upon them by growers, if they 
had any contracts out. The few growers who have any un- 
sold balances of the 1907 crop are those who are financially 
strong, and it is not.to be expected that anyone of them would 
want to sell until the market has reached the price he be- 
lieves his goods to be worth.”

NO AGENTS 
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Rules Carton Fruits are ‘‘Canned Goods.”’ 


Food Commissioner A. C. Bird of Michigan created 
a stir in the dried fruit trade recently by condemning 
practically the whole season’s shipment of package 
currants, raisins and dates, under the Michigan Pure 
Food Law, or more exactly, under its labelling pro- 
visions. Because these goods, packed in cardboard 
cartons did not bear the name of the packer, he has 
held them to be misbranded, under an interpretation 
which classes them as “canned goods.” 

Several New York importing houses are involved 
in the incident and have passed some interesting cor- 
respondence with Mr. Bird regarding the matter. The 
importers claim that currants, raisins and dates are 
not subject to classification as canned goods, being in 
nowise processed and merely put up from large bulk 
packages for convenience. They feel that no more 
labelling is necessary than if the goods were put in 
paper bags by the grocer, from the original box or 
barrel and they say, though they have substantially 
followed the same method in the past years, they have 
never before met any trouble. The criticism is that 
the name of the packer should appear on the box and 
the only objection the trade has to such a custom lies 
in the fact that the cartons were all printed before the 
question was raised, and the goods are practically all 
packed now, making it too late to change the labels. 

Commissioner Bird’s contention is that under a sec- 
tion of the Michigan dairy and food laws, it is pro- 
vided that “no packer or dealer in preserved or canned 
fruits or vegetables, or other article of food, shall sell 
or offer for sale such canned article unless such article 
shall bear a mark, stamp or label bearing the name and 
address of the packer thereof.” 

The trade claims that cartons are merely temporary 
packages, which can be opened easily and are sold not 
as a proprietary article, but like any other staples of 
the grocery trade, merely in packages for convenience. 
They agree in future to have cartons printed with all 
the details the commissioner desires, unless the trade 
prefer their own name on the package. In view of the 
circumstances the commissioner has agreed to handle 
the question with leniency and has already passed the 
goods for this season. 


R New View of Benzeate of Soda. 


In a letter to the Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin, Julius M. Williams, consulting chem- 
ist of Hamilton, Ontario, proposes an entirely new 
phase of the benzoate question, which will doubtless 
be read with much interest and no small degree of wel- 
come by the manufacturers who are now endeavoring 
to secure permission to use benzoate as a preservative. 
Mr. Williams’ contentions, if correct, would further 
tend to show that if benzoate is to be prohibited the 
government might with profit also investigate some 
effects of spices in preservatives, a question which 
would be of even greater importance to manufacturers 
than benzoate. Mr. Williams writes, in part, as fol- 
lows: 5 

Having had opportunities of observing the use of and 
results of the use of benzoate of soda as a preservative of 
fruit stocks and vegetable stocks I have made these con- 
clusions, the soundness of which I am convinced. 

When benzoate of soda is added to a stock it is decom- 
posed into combined soda and fruit acid or vegetable acid 
(which has a greater affinity for soda than benzoic acid) and 
this is more often than not, and I think invariably—and 
freed benzoic acid. The freed benzoic acid then acts as a 
preservative, a quality which, I think, is not possessed in 
any like degree by benzoate of soda. 


Assuming this to be the case, the soda salt formed by unio 
with a fruit or vegetable acid passes into another phase of 
activity. It breaks down the substance forming the jelly 
material of the stock and this material is thus started on . 
way to decomposition. The process men who read this 
will recognize the feature of the breakdown of the jelly- 
forming substance. Many will remember the watery an. 
tents of barrels believed to hold their winter stock but 
found to have liquified in some way which no one seems to 
explain. This broken-down natural product cannot be re. 
covered or rebuilt; it can only be preserved, and the ques- 
tion then seems to be whether we should discuss benzoic 
acid instead of benzoate of soda. 

As to the use of either I might write, but as this is the 
other half of the question I will but say that physiological 
experiments on human subjects must take into account the 
foregoing question of the decomposition of benzoate of 
soda, in the presence of organic substances of an acid 
nature. In the human stomach a quantity of benzoate of 
soda inhibited for the purpose of physiological experimenta- 
tion, would, I am certain, be almost immediately broken up 
into a soda combination and free benzoic acid. I am also 
of the firm opinion that the soda would be a more disturbing 
element in the alimentary process than the freed benzoic acid 
assuming this to be the case. Benzoate of soda must not yet 
be condemned, and in the interest of active businesses no 
government would be justified in issuing its dictum against 
it. It is too open a question as to whether its use, in the 
form of benzoic acid, which is a preservative also, as well 
tried as benzoate of soda, is more disturbing to the human 
economy than the spice derivatives, some of which will in- 
terfere in a more serious way with the various digestive 
processes. 


Chemical Society Attacks Food Rulings. 


The New York Sections of the Society of Chemical 
Industry and the American Chemical Society have 
passed joint resolutions asking that the publication of 
the circulars containing rulings under the national food 
law be suspended until steps can be taken for better 
protecting the interests of the manufacturers. For 
this purpose the Secretary of Agriculture, Secretary 
of the Treasury and Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor are requested to confer with a selected com- 
mittee of experienced chemists and manufacturers 
recognized as authorities in this: field. 

The resolution passed by both societies are similar 
and read as follows: 

“Whereas, The Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, is 
generally approved of by_the chemical world, and_ in the 
opinion of the New York Section of the Society of Chemical 
Industry is one of the most important measures which have 
been taken for the protection of the public; and 

“Whereas, On the other hand, we cannot but feel that 
the rules and regulations published from time to time by the 
Department of Agriculture for carrying out the provisions of 
this Act show frequently a lack of expert knowledge of the 
facts in the particular case and an apparent failure to con- 
sider at all the interest of the manufacturer; there be it 

“Resolved, That the Secretary of Agriculture, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
who are given the authority to administer this law, be te- 
quested to suspend the publication of these circulars at 
present and before taking further steps in this direction to 
consult with a carefully selected committee of experienced 
chemical manufacturers and scientists, recognized as authori- 
ties in these fields, since a broad knowledge of the several 
branches of chemistry and commercial usage and conditions 
seems to us to be necessary for those who are to establish 
these regulations. As such conferences are the rule in the 
European countries Where laws affecting important indus- 
tries are to be enforced, we believe this plan should also 
be followed here.” 


California Tomato Pack. 


The work of putting up tomatoes still keeps on. 
The rains reduced to some extent the amount of the 
crop available for packing, but there are still some 
prospects of putting up nearly a million cases im Ui 
state.

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196 Varieties of Apples on one Tree. 


According to his own estimate, the spineless cactus 
is Luther Burbank’s greatest production in plant crea- 
tion, but he has recently given to the California State 
Board of Trade his latest development in apple culture, 
consisting of 196 varieties, all grown on one tree. 
There were 208 varieties on the tree, but only 196 are 
shown in the exhibit. These vary in size, color and 
taste as though they had been grown from different 
stock and hundreds of miles apart. Some are as large 
as the largest orange, while others are only the size 
of the smallest crabapple. 


Increasing Share of Manufactures in United 
States Foreign Commerce. 

Manufactures are forming a larger share of the ex- 
ports of the United States than ever before, and a 
larger share of the imports than at any time since 
1890. They informed practically 44 per cent of the 
exports during the 9 months ending with September, 
1907, while they had never but once reached 40 per 
cent in any fiscal year covered by the records of our 
export trade. Manufactures formed in the fiscal year 
1880 14.78 per cent of the exports of domestic prod- 
ucts; in 1890, 21.18 per cent; in 1900, 35.3 per cent; 
in the fiscal year 1907, 39.94 per cent, and in the 9 
months ending with September, 43.83 per cent of the 
total exports of domestic products. 

The total value of manufactures exported was, as 
shown by the official figures of the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor, in round 
terms, in 1880, 122 millions; in 1890, 179 millions; in 
1900, 484 millions; in the fiscal year 1907, 740 mil- 
lions; and in the 9 months ending with September, 
574 millions; the average per month being, in 1880, 
10 millions; in 1890, 15 millions; in 1900, 40 mil- 
lions; in 1907, 62 millions, and in the 9 months end- 
ing with September, 63 millions. In 1880 the aver- 
age value per day of manufactures exported was one- 
third of a million dollars; in 1890, a half million; in 
1900, one and one-third millions; in 1907, 2 millions, 
and in the g months ending with September, two 
and one-tenth millions. 

Iron and steel manufactures, of course, continue to 
form by far the largest feature of this large exporta- 
tion of manufactures, and their total promises to 
reach nearly or quite 200 million dollars in value in 
the present calendar year. The total value of iron and 
steel manufactures exported in the 9 months ending 
with September was 146 millions, against 127 millions 
in the same months of the immediately preceding year, 





thus indicating that the total will in the calendar year 
1907 be nearly or quite 200 millions, while the total 
exports of iron and steel manufactures never reached 
as much as 100 millions prior to 1899, and never as 
much as 50 millions prior to 1897. 

Practically all of the principal articles forming the 
general group—manufactures—show an increase jp 
the g months ending with September, 1907, when 
compared with the corresponding months of the pre- 
ceding year; copper being 68 millions, against 65 
millions in the corresponding period of 1906; mineral 
oils, 67 millions, against 64 millions in the corre: 
sponding months of the preceding year; wood many- 
factures, 67 millions, against 59 millions in the same 
months of last year; agricultural implements, 22¥, 
millions, against 20% millions in the corresponding 
months of the preceding year; and naval stores, 17 
millions, against 15 millions in the corresponding 
months of 1906; though leather and manufactures 
thereof show a decline of a little less than 1 million 
dollars, and cotton manufactures a decline of nearly 
14 millions.

Modifies Method of Handling Importations. 


The Department of Agriculture has modified its 
position sufficiently to cause noticeable improvement 
in the handling of the many routine cases which come 
before the inspection laboratory in New York city. A 
great many complaints have been made and in conse- 
quence orders were recently issued that decisions 
could and should be made promptly by the chief of 
each laboratory in import cases where the precedents 
already established indicate that the shipment would 


be allowed entry. The only cases which the board at 
Washington reserved the right to decide were those 
involving original constructions of the law or the regu- 
lations. 

The decisions as to imported products, on account 
of technicalities, proved a source of great annoyance 
to importers, a great many of whom were unable to 
understand why if a can of peas were shown on ex. 
amination to be perfectly wholesome the entire jm. 
portation should be detained twenty or thirty days 
because the words “Colored With Sulphate of C 
per,” were placed at the bottom instead of at the top 
of the label. Officials at the port, however, had no 
discretion, being bound by official red tape. 

All the representations looking to relief were there- 
fore made to Washington, with the result that now 
there is a fair prospect for the importers of having 
their goods passed within a reasonable time and with- 
out the delay and annoyance caused by troublesome 
technicalities.
